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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1 , 3, 5-26 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the references 
of record teaches or suggests as cited in claims 1,11: forming a peripheral circuit section for 
selectivity writing information or reading information from a memory cell over a semiconductor 
substrate; and forming at least first signal electrodes, second signal electrodes arranged in a 
direction intersecting the first signal electrodes, and a ferroelectric layer disposed at least in 
intersection regions between the first signal electrodes and the second signal electrodes, and 
forming a memory cell array in which memory cells are arranged in a matrix, wherein the 
peripheral circuit section is formed in a region outside the memory cell array, wherein forming 
the ferroelectric layer linearly along the first signal electrodes (as cited in claim 1); wherein the 
ferroelectric layer and the second signal electrodes are formed in a direction intersecting the 
first signal electrodes, and wherein the ferroelectric layer is formed linearly along the second 
signal electrodes (as cited in claim 11).
